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Lamb Fattening in the Corn Belt

Hundreds of thousands 
of range lambs are fed 
in the corn belt states 
each fall and winter. 
Corn and other grains 
are essentially supplements to grass 
and roughage for fattening. Farmers 
feed lambs to obtain a profit from an 
increase in the lambs’ weight and an 
improvement in the quality of the meat. 

The cost of the lambs may represent 
from 50 to 75% of the total cost in- 
volved in feeding. It varies with the 
relative prices of lambs and feeds and 
the method of feeding used. Careless- 
ness that may cause the death of even

a few lambs always increases costs and 
reduces profits. 

Efficiency of feeding to keep operat- 
ing costs low is of great importance in 
getting a profit. Agricultural Experi 
ment Stations have studied the nutri- 
tive qualities of various feeds and the 
nutrient needs of fattening lambs. The 
lessons from this work have been given 
to the feeders by the Extension Service 
Enough data has been gathered to en 
able feeders to have many facts on 
which to base their operations. 

Physiologically, lambs need bulk in 
their rations, both for safety and effi 
ciency in feeding. Equal amounts (ap 
proximately 1} 
of corn and legume hay will fatten a 
lamb and increase its weight 30 pounds 
in about 90 days. The feed requirement 
100 pounds to

will vary from about 
500 pounds each of corn and hay per

‘THIS CUD inoculation business is get- 

ting a lot of attention from farmers 
who have a grocery-check herd of milkers. 
The cost of replacement cows and the dan- 
ger of bringing disease into a herd through 
purchases makes raising your own a pretty 
important enterprise. But raising heifer 
calves brings on added problems. It doesn’t 
seem to make much difference how care- 
fully you follow prescribed calf rearing 
procedures—feeding regularly, having milk 
at right temperature, clean feeding pails— 
there are always a few little rascals that 
will scour in spite of everything. Why? 

Nearly every group I've talked with the 
past few months has asked me the same 
embarrassing question: “Why?” And I can’t 
answer it. But dairy researchers began ask- 
ng themselves that same thing some time 
ago. They up with something that 
at least helps scours. These re- 
searchers tried inoculating baby calves with 
pieces of cud from cows. And those calves 
didn’t get so weak from scours that they 
picked up pneumonia or any of the other 
calf-killing that their licks 
when the little fellows are sickly 

Cud inoculation isn’t a cure-all 
troubles, by any means. Cold milk, irreru- 
lar feeding, dirty quarters, poor ventilation, 
unclean feeding pails, all help to make

That's the first time I ever heard 
of anyone getting caught in the act, but it 
might be wise to keep your fingers pretty 
well over her tongue while your hand is 
in there, or shove the tongue over between 
her teeth so she won't bite, even uninten- 
tionally 

The only other trick to cud inoculation 
is to coax the calf to the thing. 
It's the same as persuading the calf to swal-

stick the piece of cud far enough back on

chores. That's when you take time anyway 
to look the stock over a little better, give 
the cows an extra brushing and scratch 
your favorite sow back of the ear, while 
the wife's getting most of the northeast 
forty out of the kids’ ears so they'll shine 
for Sunday School. I don’t see that there 
is any particular length of time necessary 
to keep inoculating. Keep it up about once 
a week until the calf is eating a pretty 
good supply of dry feed. From there on 
Nature seems to do the job without any- 
one’s help 

The first few times you inoculate, you 
are going to find that it does take time— 
and I'll bet dollars to doughnuts some of 
you will give it up just because of that. 
But if you keep at it, before long you will 
be doing the whole thing in less than five 
minutes per calf. With an average of four 
inoculations per calf, you will use just 
twenty minutes of chore labor as a total. 
When you see those youngsters scooting 
around the pen with their tails in the air 
as a well-mannered calf ought to do, and 
then think of the droopy-eared, listless 
thing he might have been—twenty minutes 
seems to be a fairly sound investment. It 
may mean the difference between steak or 
hamburger from your grocery-check herd 
of milkers.

ments or additions from herds which tests 
show to be completely free of brucellosis. 
If this is not possible, each addition should 
be tested. No animal showing an agglutina- 
tion reaction in any degree should be ac- 
cepted. Replacements from herds of un- 
known disease history should be kept in 
isolation for at least three months and re- 
tested before entry into clean herds. 

The use of community boars is a danger- 
ous practice. Numerous incidents of the 
spread of the disease from an infected boar 
to healthy sows, and from diseased sows to 
a normal boar have been reported. Show 
swine may spread or contract brucellosis 
while at fairs and shows. Such swine should 
be kept in isolation upon their return be 
fore entering the main herd 

In other words, swine breeders should 
consider the possibilities of introducing the 
disease into their own herds, or unknow- 
ingly endangering the health of customers’ 
herds. Since there ts no cure and neither 
test and immediate slaughter of the react- 
ing swine nor vaccination of swine has 
been satisfactory, the following two plans 
of control are presented 

Plan 1. Sale of the entire herd for 
slaughter. ‘his plan is useful in herds, 
large or small, where the primary con- 
sideration is the production of pork. It is 
quick, easy, and economical. An interval of 
three to six months may be necessary to 
dispose of the entire herd, feeder pigs and 
all, and to clean and disinfect the premises 
and equipment. Replacement of the in 


fected herd should be trom herds free of 


brucellosis. Periodic blood tests should be 
conducted on the newly purchased herd as 

means of detecting infection that might 
be resident about the premises. Brucellosis 
is primarily an animal-to-animal contact 
disease. Hence, early detection of animals 
that may become infected from the premises 
is essential to protect the replacement herd 

Plan 2. Test, segregation and delayed 
slaughter of intected herd. The details of 
this plan are (1) Blood test the entire 
breeding herd. (2) If infection is present, 
consider the entire herd as infected rather 
than to remove the positively reacting ani 
mals. Manage the herd as a unit. (3) 
Raise pigs from this infected unit Wean 
and test the pigs at eight weeks of age 
Isolate the negative pigs on clean premises 
as far removed as possible from the infect 
ed parent stock. Maintain this isolation 
untl the infected herd is disposed of i) 
Blood test the pigs at intervals of 60 days 
up to and during the first pregnancy. Re 
move all reacting pigs as they occur. Breed 
only those gilts which are negative to the 
blood test to clean boars. (5) Dispose 
of the original infected herd as soon as 
suitable negative replacements are avail 
able, or as soon as it 1s obvious that the 
plan is xiving satisfactory results (6) 
Clean and disinfect thoroughly the premises 
where the infected herd was kept—prefera 
bly under supervision of a competent vet 
erinarian—-prior to admission of the clean 
replacement herd 

This last plan provides for the raising of 
negative pigs from the infected parent 
breeding stock so that clean replacements 
of known bloodlines are available. Ulu 
mate disposal tor slaughter of the original 
infected herd is necessary, but is delayed 
until the quality, quantity and the cisease 


status of the pigs is known

JPARDON me. Those gargantuan shovels 

and draglines, perched up on those 
ridges, making their own roads, “walking 
back and forth, removing a strip of over 
burden off the coal here, then plowing a 
new ridge into that furrow where the coal 
was yesterday, divert my attention from the 
hogs. But here in the lot next to Ring 
gold Lady Dora is a 7-star sow, Brilliant 
Miss Royalry, from Mt. Ararat in Mary 
land.

added. The spoilbanks are neither limed 
nor fertilized. The hogs gather enough of 
the green leaves to save 40 percent of 
the protein in the supplement. The sweet 
clover and alfalfa, the weeds and grasses, 
fall down in the winter of course, form 
a humus cover, and first thing you know 
there is a sort of top-soil forming all 
over rivuleted hillsides. You see 10° x 14 
shades on poles here and there. And where 
they can find a level spot you see the 
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self-feeders and an individual farrowing 
house or two. 

The farrowing system is exceedingly in 
teresting. Up at “headquarters,” which oc- 
cupies all of 10 acres of level, unmined 
ground, they have three great Quonset 
barns, like you see on the cover. The big- 
gest of these Stran-Steel buildings is 40’ 
x 100’, and it is the central farrowing 
house, as well as the sale barn. When a 
sow is near farrowing they just hitch a 
tractor to her individual house, the Hamp- 
shire lady in it, and drag it up inside the 
Quonset barn, where a little pen is erected 
in a jiffy, of hurdles.
